This early photo of Euclid Avenue shows the beautifuk well-known 
fountain in Ontario as well as the many pioneer business places on 
the Avenue. This was perhaps the first photo showing the electric 
lines and power poles.

Enlist At Former Rank 


Recognizing that stripes on 
the sleeve are still of utmost 
importance to the man in une 
iform, the Air Force this week 
announced major changes in its 
prior service criteria, changes 
officials hope will make it 
easier for ex-servicemen in 
numerous needed skills to ree 
sume their careers in Air Force 
Blue. 

Effective immediately and 
until at least June 30, former 
servicemen may now enlist in 
the same grade held at sep. 
aration from active duty proe 
viding they are enlisted prior 
to the second anniversary of 
their separation date. Fore 
mally, an ex-eserviceman sepe- 
arated more than one year would 
automatically be enlisted at a 
lesser pay grade. Proportion- 
ally, prior servicemen sep- 
arated longer than two years 
will qualify for higher pay 
grades than in the past. 


Veterans may now be ene 
listed prior to the fourth ane 
niversary of their separation. 
Previously, those separatedfor 
more than three years were 
ineligible.

Upland's Memorial Park — 
Received Name In 1947 


Memorial Park, an Upland 
landmark, was not always name 
ed Memorial Park. . «as the 
May 27, 1965 issue of the News 
indicates. 

It seems that the area, lo- 
cated on Foothill Blvd. which 
affords an expanse of greenery 
to the passing eye, and a safe 
play area for the hometown 
kids, was renamed in 1947. 
This change, from the Eastland 
Park, was brought about through 
a suggestion to City Council, 
in 1947, 

It was at this time, that 
P, H. McQuillen, 793 N. 2nd 
Ave., ami owner of a drug store 
which is now (Harris’) was writ. 
ing a2 column for the News. 
Thus, upon motions from the 
city’s governing panel, Mayor 
McQuillen, otherwise known as 
‘Mac the Medicine Man,’ ap- 


pealed topeople’s creative abil. 
ities, and asked for suggestions 
for a mame, 

MC QUILLEN’S COLUMN, 
“Around The Town,’’ offered 
the following ideas: 

“Throughout the land there 
have been created various types 
of rational, usable living meme 
orials that by their very oper. 
ation serve to keep green the 
memories of those who served 
the nation in its hour of dire- 
need, What valid objection can 
we have against the word ‘Mem- 
orial’ when it may well include 
those who returned to us as 
well as their gallant comrades 
who made the great sacrifice, 

“This doesn’t mean that the 
word MEMORIAL must be used 
directly in the name selected 
to the ‘Old Gray Mayor’ of 


the Village it seems very im- 


portant that whatever name is 
used - it should be meaning- 
ful. Here in our laps we have 
a real living memorial - not 
a grotesque war statue, We're 
not faced withanexpansive bond 
issues. If this park area is 
to be our Hving memorial, the 
name should be specific enough 
to carry the thought without 
explanation and yet broad 
enough to cover the various 
categories of those in whose 
memory and honor the institu. 
tion is christened,’’ 

S0 go the words of one of 
Upland’s leaders of the past, 
It is only fitting that we look 
today at this park and not only 
think of McQuillan, but also 
of those men, ving and dead, 
who since time began, gave 
what they had for the sake of 
their country.
